The new subdivision, on prop- 
erty owned by real estate man 
Floyd Lowe, calls for a 637-foot 
road running parallel with Oak 
Grove, intersecting with Edge 
road some-feet northwest of the 
thoroughfare. 

Objections of William P. Fei- 
ten, 96 Edge road, were based 
primarily on the fact that he 
wanted the homes in the subdi- 
vision to face on Edge road and 
that he wanted no fences. 

Told by Atherton councilmen 
that they had no control over the 
matter, Feiten said he “would get 
legal counsel and do what he 
could to impede the plan.” 

Feiten said he wanted to view 
the entire acreage in the area, 
which includes the adjacent Tay- 
lor property owned by Justin Ja- 
cobs, Mrs. Jacobs and Garrett Me- 
Enerney II.
